j finals. There is a lyeeo de garçons 
1 and a lycee do Jeune» filles in nearly 
j every chef-Iicu ot the departments, 
I and several In Paris, Agen is the 
c'hcf-lleu ot the department ot Lot- 
I et-Oaronne, and has Us two lycées, 
•the Lycee Ucrnard Pallssy tor the boys 
and tho Lycee Jennno d'Arc for tho 
girls. 

The lycee do Jeunes filles d'Agen lins 
both a boariling and a day school, 
I "Internat" nnd "externat." In Agen, 
lint not always elsewhere, there Is !\. 
strict séparation between these two. 
I There is ,i playirround for the "liiter- 
naf and aiioiier fi.r tlie ■externat," 
I ,iiiil il i^ only last yn;ir tliat the new 
' directrice allowcil the two sides to 
I pliiy In the same grounds. They 
1 ave separate studies aiid separate 
mistresses. It is only In the profes- 
sor's classes tlKii Ihe two sides of the 
school are togellier. 

France Is divided into edncilioiiai 
districts called academies, with ii rec- 
tor al tho licad of each. The <lirec- 
trlce Is In ciiarge of the lycee, and Is 
responsible to the rectfr for her 
school and staff. Tlie staff consists 
ot professors and répétitrices. The 
professors teach; but the charge of 
girls not at lectures, the changing- of 
classes, study, recreation, etc.. 'are In 
the hands of the maltresses rcpetlt- 
Tices and surveillantes. Under the 
directrice In command of Ihe boarding 
.school is the sous-dlrectrlce, or sur- 
vellhinte générale. Then there aro 
the repeiltricis d'ilitern.it and d'exter- 
iial. This distinction Is maintained 
for financial reasons, the external be- 
ing under the conlrol of the Slate 
and tile liileniat lieiit up by the town. 
The économe, or lioiisekeeper. has 
cliargo of tile riiiaiices of bolil, -llld 
manages the house and serv.mis. 

Kach répétitrice Is enlilled to a room 
In the school, and she may or not. 
ns she likes, take her meals ibeie. 
The meals were so good al tiie Lycee 
d'Agon thai all the répétitrices, one 
professor, and myself had our m.-als 
togetlier in the staffs dining room. 
We had a very charming little family 
life around the dining room table, find 
we always enjoyed the luncheon and 
dTn'ner table conversations. French 
teachers are clever, well read, good 
critics of music nnd plays, and very 
Interesting talkers. The old servant 
who walled on ns, and who probably 
: liiiderstood abolit iiiie-lelUll of the 
I . oiiversiilioii, w.is oil. '11 overheard 
I trying lo re|>e,it stiaw Ip s of It to tlie 
j cook, ' line I'-il ' ' pciit eire;" she 
] used 10 say. In lier literal translation

I Tho life of tlie .isslslanle i|-Anglals 
lis not heavily burdened with work, 
nor need she lei it be too etisy, and 
It Is saved from monotony l>y the 
kindness of tho people who surround 
her. The work consists ot converra- 
tlon classes In English given to small 
groups of pupils, during^ school hours. 
If they have any free time, or after 
school, during a\udy. Most of my. 



classes were held between three and 
four, ;ind after recreation, from half- 
li.'ist four to half-past five. There la 
an elementary depurtinent of the ly- 
I ee, where I had two classes a week 
in tile iiiiiriiing (.Ird primary). The 
little Ki'-is 111 I tie lycee d'.Xgen Wore 
by far the iiinst interesting, and eager 
to ieara IJmtlisli. They learned recl- 
iiiiioiis mid songs and to play games 
in Kii:.;lisli. The upper form 
girls Were immensely interested In 
all I could tell them about Canada — 
town and country life, our boys and 
girls, schools, and holidays. When 
the siili.l'.'cl interests tlietii, the glrla 
from Ihe thiiil .vetir up cm follow an 
Kngllsli conversation and ask and 
ntiswer questions. Having the na- 
tive taste for literature of the Pretich 
jieople, llie upper loriii girls enjoyed 
the Knglisii poets, without exiiclly

The maîtresses repctllrltes and I 
were on such friendly terms. that I 
often took charge of a study or Té» 
ciealloii, and was allowed to "falro 
Il dortoir" for a survelllanle who 
wanted to go to a dance or a cunccrl 
occasionally.

and fiinday afttriiooiis in the country. 
Kunio uf Uiu city l.vcees liave country 
houses, where the directrice takes the 
girls for the holidays. I'Yeiich school 
girls love to act, and as the winter Is 
rainy In Agen, the directrice encour- 
ages theiu to produce a simple dia- 
logue In FngUsli on a well known 
htory, so thai all the pupils c;in follow, 
I had seven limirs a week of 'English 
classes, and the rest of my time I 
gave to tile courses of the lycee and 
to private retidiiig. The courses In 
literature, history, and geography li> 
the iith year wi>re specially goiHl, the 
lectures being given by two professors 
of the boys' lycee. To one who ha.'« 
studied French literature, tho school 
course Is an excellent review, and to 
one who has not read much. It gives 
a good insight into the classics, Apark 
fiom Ici Hires and jireparntlon for 
liiein. there Was plenty of time for 
priva le rending. The professors' It- 
liiiiry and the municipal library fur- 
iiislieil me Willi tile classics, and my. 
Irieniis the teachers lent me modern 
books. The iirofeasors of the lyccn 
and »ir Ihe normal school had a book, 
club last year, .-■o we were well sup- 
plied with tile books of the day. 

A teaclier's life can be very mono- 
tonous If she leinaiiis within tie w.i)ls 
of the liiee. The directrice, profe."- 
sors, and i i in : ;i nc s liitrodiicrd tiie^.to 
their frieii.N in the town, and .so gave 
nie opporiiinlties of jiasslng iigreebala 
Thursdays and .>^aturdnys outside. The 
town Is too iininiportalil to have any- 
thing good at the theatre, bill theie 
are frequenl conceris. 1 was Invited 
to dances, went boa 1 lug. bicycling, 
picniclng. We often made excursions 
toother towns nearby, anil Inthis way 
and on my bicycle I saw many iiuain'. 
•corners of llie south-west. In tiie 
holidays 1 Iravelled. The dircctrico 
e.xiomletl eacii vacation b.v a tew days- 
to allow me to profit to the ntmosb 
by my stay in Fraiii'e.

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With the entrance of the Royal Military College team into 
the Senior Intercollegiate Football Series this year, the League ap- 
pears to be stronger than for several years. Ottawa College, whose 
place they have taken, although strong at times, could never be 
counted upon to produce a winning aggregation, and it was usually 
ike to their presence in the league that disputes occurred. 

iThe Cadets, by winning their first two games in senior com- 
pany, conclusively demonstrated that they are in future to be reck- 
oned with when championships are being decided. Graduating from 
the Intermediate Series and beginning the present season with no 
previous record as a senior organization, they have proved the wis- 
dom of the officials who brought them into the senior league. Not 
only have they won two games since breaking into senior company, 
but in their first match, they succeeded in accomplishing what has 
for years been considered the most difficult feat in Canadian foot- 
ball, namely — the defeat of the Toronto University fourteen. This 
WM followed by a win over Queens, a win which dispelled any 
lingering doubts as to the strength of the Cadets' team, from the 
ninds of any who still considered it an intermediate organization. 

Although it is not generally known, the R.M.C. was one of 
die original members of the Intercollegiate Senior League. At that 
time McGill and Queens were much smaller than at present and, 
conaequently. did not possess the advantage of greater numbers 
which they developed as time went on. Finally, owing to the 
growth of the universities, the Royal Military College team with- 
drew from the senoir series. From that time forward, their success 
in the intermediate section was almost unbroken. Speed and per- 
feet lAysical ctmdition. combined with an enthusiasm not shown by 
the secmid teams of the three universities, all combined to make the 
Cadeti dmost unbeatable. This was most remarkable in view of 
the fact that there were in all not many more than one hundred stu- 
dents attending the college, and of these there could only be a per- 
centage who were able to play football. Time after time, how- 
ever, they carried all before them until it became apparent that the 
brand of football played by them was only to be equalled in senior 
company. 

In the meantime, the senior league was none too strong. To- 
ronto, Queens and McGill usually placed winning teams on the 
field, but Ottawa College was always a doubtful quantity. One 
year they would be strong and the next weak, so weak in fact that 
even the sporting public of Ottawa who will turn out to see almost 
any kind of a contest, refused for a time to patronize the games. 
From time to lime Father Stanton's genius would produce an almost 
perfect football machine out of a few raw recruits, and Ottawa 
College would appear in the list of winners for a season, only to 
drop back again when the team broke up. This was not the only 
undesirable feature attending the presence of Ottawa College in 
the Intercollegiate however. Almost every season a squabble of 
some sort would start with the Capital City students as its centre. 
One year it would be a gang of rowdies throwing missiles at a de- 
parting team, another yeac there would be a free fight on the field 
and at other times there were protests. All this did not help the In- 
tercollegiate game either in Ottawa or any other city. At last 
Queens protested a game which, under the rules, they had undoubt- 
edly won. and the protest was carried. Ottawa College then with- 
drew from the league, leaving the other three teams to fight it out 
alone. 

The long looked for opportunity had at last arrived and the 
Royal Military College team again entered the Senior Intercolle- 
giate Series. They have already proved their ability and the time 
may not be far distant when instead of McGill or Toronto, R.M. 

• C. will be returned the winners of the championship. Queens now 
appears to be the weak spot but through no fault of the students 
themselves. The material is always excellent and it is simply a mat- 
ter of developing it. What Queens needs is a good coach. Then 
and not till then will the Tricolor team be a championship possibil- 
ity. With Queens strengthened and R.M.C. a contender, the In- 
tercollegiate could look forward to a brilliant future. 

This is also true of hockey. At present the Senior Series is 
composed of three teams — Queens. Toronto and McGill. This 

' means that each team plays but two home games every year, and 
every two weeks has no game at all. This does not give the clubs a 
sufficient number of games in which to develop a really good team, 
and also takes away from the interest in the games. With only three 
teams the outcome is generally known after the first two games have 
been played. The Intercollegiate Hockey League needs a fourth 
team and, if possible. R.M.C. should be induced to enter. The 
Cadet Hockey Seven has always been a strong one and if admitted 
to the senior series would probably prove as great a success as the 
football team has been.

In the history of French Canada ns 
It reluîtes to tho passing of Ihe Quebec 
Act there arc four heads whlcli should
